"Mr. President," he said, in measured 


tones, "this is 10 joke. This is a solemn 
uid serious question. If the senate de- 
cides to follow the views of the minority 
of this investigating committee it will 
be a travesty on civilized jurisprudence, 
a travesty on Justice. It will be a decla- 
ration that the senate has decided to 
follow the red flag; that it has become 
the advocate of anarchy; has adopted 
tho doc-trine of the recall as advocated 
by its arch-champion." 


Senator Lorimer departed from his 


manuscript for a moment to refer to the 
Chicago newspapers.

The '"lie" was passed without blood- 


shed in the house yesterday. Represen- 
tative Buchanan, of Illinois, democrat,

The lie was passed during the exami- 


nation,

Burton, who was

pretation. .It is plainly the intenl 1o localize a saloon lo- 
cation upon the grounds, by complying \vith the strict let- 
ter of the law, at a spot easy of access to the. "center of 
population'' during the presence of the fair crowds. Then, 
as the program seems to be planned, one of the down-town 
saloon licenses is to be purchased and transferred to the 
fairgrounds for the general uplift, and to contribute- to the 
high moral tone of the occasion. .Just who is back of the 
new bit of strategy does not yet appear, but its purpose 
seems plainly apparent. Nor is it apparent just how con- 
flict is to be avoided with the Indiana law which pro- 
scribes the sale of intoxicants at an agricultural fair. The 
courts thus far have held that the Fort "Wayne fair is an 
"agricultural" fair. 


All this adroit activity tends to indicate that the sale 


of liquor is held to be of quite as much public importance 
as the fair itself. In fact, it is doubtful if a like amount of 
persistent energy would he deemed justified in an effort to 
provide any feature that would add to the attractiveness 
of exhibits or the charm of the exposition to the general 
visitor.. Beer-selling is plainly given rank as one of the 


>qttisites to the success of the enterprise. 
The very 


ince of the fair itself seems to be predicated upon the 
ege of beer-selling, when, as a matter of fact, the 
majority of visitors to the fair not only do not patron- 


ize\ the bars, but would infinitely prefer their eradication. 
It is undoubtedly true, also, that many thousands of peo- 
ple;) do not patronze the fair because of the blight of beer- 
selling and the orgies that are its inseparable result in a 
iniscellaneous crowd without the pale of adequate police 
/control. The Fort Wayne fair ought to have a more sub- 
•'stantial basis for its existence than the maintenance of 
bars upon its grounds, whether they are conducted by the 
fair association or by others for whom the association can- 
not "well avoid standing sponsor so long as it tolerates 
them and shares the revenues with them.

tary of the Indiana Manufacturers' and 
Shippers' association, in the city today 
for a short conference with his assist- 
ant, Clifford S. Lee. who conducts head- 
quarters here, states that Fort Wayne 
may be selected by the executive board 
of the organization as the place- for the 
annual state convention, to be hold about 
the Srst qf tho year. 
Mr. Zartman 


states that an invitation for the meet- 
ing to come here will be accepted by the 
association, providing the different com- 
mercial organizations of the city will co- 
operate in making the gathering one of 
interest. 


Secretary Charles L. Bicderwolf, of the 


Commercial club, states that the club 
will be glad to lend its assistance in se- 
curing the meeting which trill bring to 
th« city between 300 and -400 of In- 
diana's most prominent manufacturers 
and shippers. 


"The association has before it now the 


question of drain tile rates," said Mr. 
Zartman. "This matter has not been 
finally settled, but we will secure a mile- 
age scale on drain tile which will be of 
unlimited value to the shippers of the 
state. In the pant the rate on tile has 
been very irregular and confusing." 


In. speaking of the recent reduction of 


15 per cent in express rates in the state 
Mr. Zartman said that work along this 
line in still progressing, and added that 
the rate is not yet as low as is desired. 
The new rate went into effect June 15 
and is the direct result of house bill Xo.

"The association has been instrument- 


al in getting through the uniform demur- 
rage code which saves the shippers $100,- 
000 each year," continued Mr. Zartman. 
"This is because of the adoption of the 
average plan of car service. By prevent- 
ing an advance in the minimum rate a 
year ago, the association saved the job- 


biag interest* of the state ?lr-000,000 in 
a rear, and tie, reduction in expre&e 
rites represents an annual siring of 
$150,000 to the manufacturers of th* 
state."

Dates 
is a negro who has been pleading in vain 
for several years to be hanged. 
He is 


greatly pleased over the action which the 
state court of criminal appeals 1ms just 
taken in affirming the. death penalty 
which was given him by the trial court. 


All that now stands between Dates and 


the hangman's noose is the remote pos- 
sibility that the court of criminal ap- 
peals may grant the application that is 
to be made for « rehearing of the case. 
This application will not be acted upon 
before next September, as the court is 
now taking its summer recess. 


Gates is charged with the murder of 


Sol Oronoff, a merchant of Dallas. This 
crime was committed on the night of 
November 30. 1004. Upon his arrest he 
confessed to having fired the shots that 
brought ubout the death of OronofT. but 
under tbe technicalities of the law he was 
given a trial in Dallas county, being rep- 
resented hy an attorney appointed by the 
court. Ho was convicted on the first trial 
and sentenced to be hanged. 


Technical Errors in First Trial. 


This verdict was set asida 
on the 


ground of technical errors in the trial 
when the caao was brought before the 
court of criminal appeals. Five other 
timoa was Ostes tried and convicted for 
the murder, and in each caro ho was sen- 
tenced to be hanged. Two of these ver- 
dicts wero nullified by the granting of 
new trials. Tho others, except tho bust 
one, were set aside by the court of crim- 
inal appeals on technical grounds.
